As prepared by District At- 
torney Robert Trimble, the pro- 
posed charter amendments in- 
clude a provision that the board 
of supervisors

four-fifths vote, consolidate the 
duties of any county office. They 
may also separate the duties of 
a consolidated office or recon- 
solidate offices in any manner 
not prohibited by the general 
law. 


Officials directly affected by 


office separation or consolida- 
tion must give written consent 
to the chanres in their duties. 
Charter amendments include a 


provision the supervisors may 
appoint a road commissioner 
for a four year term, and may 
remove him at any time for In- 
efficiency, neglect of duty, mis- 
conduct in office, or any other 
good cause. 


If the amendments are adopted 


the supervisors may also, by 
unanimous vote, prescribe rea- 
sonable qualifications for elect- 
ed or appointed county officers. 


The proposed referendum to be 
discussed tomorrow is subject 
to the approval of a majority 
vote by county residences in the 
Nov. 5 general election. It pro- 
vides that (1) on or before 
March 15, 1969 the supervisors 
shall cease to operate Tehama 
General Hospital as a general 
hospital; (2) the board may at 
its discretion reopen Tehama 
General Hospital in an emer- 
gency situation, or in the event 
Medicare or Medl-Cal laws are 
repealed. In the latter situa- 
tion, the county would again be- 
come responsible for many pa- 
tients no won Medicare or Medl- 
Cal aid; (3) the supervisors may 
contract for care of county aid 
patients, and may use Tehama 
General Hospital for other than 
a general hospital.

SAIGON (AP)—Allied forces 


Uncovered over the weekend half 
a dozen more caches of arms, 
apparently stockpiled for the 
third major Viet Cong offen- 
sive C" 'he yjar. The nights 
brought more enemy mortar 
attacks, but still no major 
ground fighting was reported. 
The U.S, Command announce ' 


the finding of the arms and 
also a Viet Cong money hoard 
— $150,000 in $50 bills. 
It 


was the largest such find of the 
war. 


The _>.^mv arms wore found In 


bunkers with false bottoms, in 
caves and in rice paddies from 
the Mekong Delta to the de- 
militarized zone. U.S.officials 
said that in recent months allied 
troops have turned up enough 
arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment for 50 enemy battalions, 
or as mariv as 20,000 troops. 


One munitions cache wasfound 


by U.S. Marines on a recon- 
naissance mission Sunday six 
miles northeast of Khe Sanh, In 
the northwest corner of the 
country. 
"The 
Marines found seven 


bunkers with false bottoms and 
the cache -was found in the 
bunkers," a spokesman said, it 
included six mortar tubes, 10 
Chinese submachine guns, 2,100 
mortar rounds, 150 rounds of 
recoilless 
rifle 
ammunition, 


465 
rounds of bazooka-type 


rockets 
and 
140 claymore 


mines. 
The $150,000 in U.S. currency 
was found in sandbags and am- 
munition cans in a parth cam- 
ouflaged cave on the central 
coast 300 miles northeast of 
Saigon.

As prepared by District At­ 
torney Robert Trimble, the pro­ 
posed charter amendments in­ 
clude a provision that the board 
of supervisors 
may, 
upon a 
four-fifths vote, consolidate toe 
duties of any county office. They 
may also separate the duties of 
a consolidated office or recon- 
solidate offices in any manner 
not prohibited by the general 
law. 
Officials directly affected by 
office separation or consolida­ 
tion must give written consent 
to the changes in their duties. 
Charter amendments Include a 
provision the supervisors may 
appoint a road commissioner 
for a four year term, and may 
remove him at any time for in­ 
efficiency, neglect of duty, m is­ 
conduct in office, or any other 
good cause. 


If toe amendments are adopted 
the supervisors may also, by 
unanimous vote, prescribe re a ­ 
sonable qualifications for elect­ 
ed or appointed county officers. 
The proposed referendum to be 
discussed tomorrow is subject 
to the approval of a majority 
vote by county residences in toe 
Nov. 5 general election. It pro­ 
vides that (1) on or before 
March 15, 1969 the supervisors 
shall cease to operate Tehama 
General Hospital as a general 
hospital; (2) the board may at 
its discretion reopen Tehama 
General Hospital in an em er­ 
gency situation, or in toe event 
Medicare or Medl-Cal laws are 
repealed. In the latter situa­ 
tion, the county would again be­ 
come responsible for many pa­ 
tients nowon Medicare or Medl- 
Cal aid; (3) toe supervisors may 
contract for care of county aid 
patients, and may use Tehama 
General Hospital for other than 
a general hospital.

Viet Cong 
Stockpiles 
Uncovered 
SAIGON (AP)-Allied forces 
uncovered over the weekend half 
a dozen more caches of arms, 
apparently stockpiled for toe 
third major Viet Cong offen­ 
sive c? ftte y*ar. 
The nights 
brought more enemy mortar 
attacks, 
but still no major 
ground fighting was reported. 
The U.S. Command announce 1 
toe finding of toe arms and 
also a Viet Cong money board 
- $150,000 in $50 bills. 
It 
was toe largest such find of the 
war. 
The ¿ i.•‘my arms were found in 
bunkers with false bottoms, in 
caves and in rice paddies from 
toe Mekong Delta to the de­ 
militarized zone. U.S. officials 
said that in recent months allied 
troops have turned up enough 
arms, ammunition and equip­ 
ment for 50 enemy battalions, 
or as many as 20,000 troops. 
One munitions cache was found 
by U.S. Marines on a recon­ 
naissance mission Sunday six 
miles northeast of Khe Sanh, in 
the northwest corner of the 
country. 
"The 
Marines found seven 
bunkers with false bottoms and 
the cache was found in toe 
bunkers,” a spokesman said. It 
included six mortar tubes, 10 
Chinese submachine guns, 2,100 
mortar rounds, 150 rounds of 
recoilless rifle ammunition, 
465 
rounds of bazooka-type 
rockets 
and 
140 claymore 
mines. 
The $150,000 in U.S. currency 
was found in sandbags and am­ 
munition cans in a partly cam­ 
ouflaged cave on the central 
coast 300 miles northeast of 
Saigon. The hoard also included 
935.000 piasters, worth $7,923. 
U.S. sources said Viet Cong 
documents found with the money 
indicated it was to be convert­ 
ed into piasters for the pur­ 
chase of food and other sup­ 
plies. 
In toe Mekong Delta about 120 
miles southwest of Saigon, a 
"Blackhawk'' force of U.S. hel­ 
icopters and South Vietnamese 
ground 
troops 
located three 
arms caches containing 10 in­ 
dividual weapons, 
36 rocket 
grenades, 15 mines, 25 banga­ 
lore torpedoes, 115 grenades, 
1.000 pounds of TNT, one gen­ 
erator and other supplies and 
equipment.

The bottle brush is a hardy 
fast-growing 
plant 
that has 
bright red blooms resembling 
brushes for washing bottles. 
Bottle brushes and their bril­ 
liant, unusually-shaped blooms 
have become a favorite of Cali­ 
fornia gardeners. This import 
from Australia thrives in our 
state's climate. They tolerate 
the most extreme heat of sum­ 
mer and yet appreciate the year- 
round temperature of our weath­ 
er. 
Though not completely 
drough resistant, they will stand 
neglect and continue to produce 
crops of bottle brush blooms 
without complaint. No wonder 
Californias find so many uses 
for bottle brushes in their land, 
scapings plans. 
Most popular member of the 
family, is the improved red 
bottle brush. 
Ibis is an up- 
right-growing shrub and a stand­ 
ard tree. 
The improved red 
is highly useful against a sun­ 
ny south wall or against a fence 
in full sun. The narrow leaves 
are loosely carried, giving the 
shrub an airy and open struc­ 
ture. Pruning while it is bloom­ 
ing will help keep the foliage 
full and the pattern of growth 
as desired. 
Another family member that 
attracts a lot of attention is 
the weeping bottle brush. This 
is a taller, more slender ver­ 
sion, with pendulous branches 
that cascade in a graceful man­ 
ner, carrying through late spr­ 
ing to early summer a mass 
of red brushes.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P )-A c ­ 
tion against a San Francisco 
doctor who was convicted of 
performing abortions on women 
with German m easles was coun­ 
termanded 
today by Superior 
Court Judge Andrew J. Eyman. 
Eyman reversed a State Board 
of Medical Examiners public 
reprimand and 90-day suspen­ 
sion of license of D r. John 
Paul Shively. 
Dep. Atty. Gen. Gerrold F. 
C arreras, who prosecuted the 
case, expressed shock at the 
judge's ruling. 
C arreras said, “ Monday we 
start our next go-around this 
time with Shively's partner, 
Dr. Andrew Chigos. 
It seems 
rather futile." 
C arreras said Shively and Dr. 
Seymour Smith, who was con­ 
victed with him, offered them­ 
selves for test cases in a fight 
for liberalization of the state's 
abortion laws. 
They were among nine reputa­ 
ble San Francisco doctors a c ­ 
cused 
of misconduct in p e r­ 
forming 
abortions they insist 
were ethical although not con - 
doned by law. 
In each case, 
the surgery had been approved 
by therapeutic abortion com­ 
mittees at their hospitals.

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No Plague Likely In America 


When the average person read that dead squirrels found in Den- 


ver parks showed signs of bubonic plague, he was probably sur- 
prised that the dramatic disease existed any place. The unhappy 
truth is that "Black Death" which destroyed about a quarter of 
the population of Europe in the 14th century—still crops up oc- 
casionally in various parts of the globe. 


The crucial difference between now and that era when the plague 


swept much of the civilized world is illustrated by the case of a 
six-year-old Denver girl who was afflicted. Antibiotics effected 
the child's prompt recovery, whereas 600 years ago—indeed, 
until quite recent times-there was no effective remedy. 


Another significant difference is that in modern countries rats 


are for the most part kept in check. This is of vital importance 
because the plague is transmitted by fleas from infected rats. 
The experience in Denver, where scores of dead squirrels have 
recently been found, Indicates that these frisky little animals also 
may be carriers. 


There appears to be little danger of an epidemic, however— 


certainly not the sort that persistently terrorized Europe in the 
Middle Ages. 
Modern methods of pest control, coupled with 


modern medical care, should other cases of human infection 
arise, insure against that. It is interesting to speculate how the 
course of history might have been altered had these means been 
available in that frightful era when some 25 million Europeans 
succumbed to the terrifying disease. 


Long-Range Remedy Best 


Much is being heard these days about the possibility of a dead- 


lock in the Electoral College should George C.Wallace get enough 
electoral votes to prevent either the Republican or Democratic 
presidential nominee from getting a majority. This is not a new 
fear, but one that goes back many decades. 


Such a situation arose in 1800 on the occasion of the third 


presidential election. The Electoral College was divided even- 
ly between Thomas Jefferson, the Republican, and Aaron Burr, 
his running mate, who found himself the beneficiary of an un- 
expected tie. In the House of Representatives the Republicans 
voted for Jefferson. The hope of patronage and dislike of Jeffer- 
son caused the Federalists to vote for Burr. No choice was made 
for 35 ballots. 


Then Alexander Hamilton, the greatest of all Federalists, be- 


stirred himself. Saying that Jefferson, with whom he disagreed 
strongly, was at least honest while Burr was totally unreliable, 
he urged the Federalist congressmen to cast blank ballots. This 
elected Jefferson, thus saving the nation from a dangerous presi- 
dent and putting one of our greatest into office. 


It is one of the oddities of our political system that despite that 


early indication of potential trouble we still elect our presidents 
in much the same way. There is now a move to pledge House 
members and candidates for Congress to support the candidate with 
the larger vote, if none gets the majority, as a means of thwart- 
ing Wallace's anticipated attempt to influence the outcome. 
Though the purpose of this move is no doubt laudable, diffi- 
cult questions arise. 
The important thing, though such action 


could have no bearing this year, is to avert possible future trou- 
ble by amending the pertinent constitutional provision.

denum. In all 
three there is 
a common un- 
d e r l y i n g 
cause, namely, 
an excess se- 
cretion of hy- 
drochloric acid 


which is normally found in 
these areas. 


An ulcer, which is usually a 


break in the thin lining, seems 
to occur more frequently 
in

duodenum 
and 
in the 


stomach than in the esopha- 
gus. 


Although the exact cause 


of an ulcer is not always 
known there are a few sus- 
picions of importance. They 
seem to happen in highly ac- 
tive, energetic, tense people 
who are careless about their 
diet, smoke too much, and 
drink somewhat larger quan- 
tities of alcohol. 


The question is frequently 


asked, "can a peptic ulcer lead 
to a cancer of this area?" 
Long neglected ulcers may 
have some malignant degen- 
eration, but more frequently, 
they are treated medically and 
surgically because of compli- 
cations, long before cancerous 
changes begin. The more im- 
portant and more frequent re- 
sult i,' neglected ulcers is that 
they become chronic and in-

Almost every activity in the 


brain, including receiving mes- 
sages and relaying them to 
different parts of the body. 
depends on electrical vibra- 
tions When a finger is burnt 
by a match, a message is sent 
in a millionth of a second to 
the brain, which then immedi- 
ately returns a message to the 
muscles of the arm and fin- 
gers to withdraw from the 
painful heat. 


The pattern of these electri- 


cal vibrations was first stud- 
ied in hundreds of thousands 
of

graph, records these waves 
through tiny electrodes or at- 
tachments, that are painlessly 
placed on the outside of the 
skull.

It was found that certain 


neurological conditions showed 
a brain wave pattern common 
to all of them. Similarly, in- 
fections of the brain, inflam- 
mations, i n j u r y , malignant 
and noncancerous growths or 
the brain gave r e c o r d i n g s 
which helped to identify the 
condition and to suggest the 
exact area that was affected.

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No Plague Likely In America 
When the average person read that dead sq u irrels found In Den­ 
v e r parks showed signs of bubonic plague, he was probably s u r­ 
prised that the dramatic disease existed any place. The unhappy 
truth Is that “ Black Death*» which destroyed about a quarter of 
the population of Europe in the 14th century—still crops up o c­ 
casionally in various parts of the globe. 


The crucial difference between now and that e ra when the plague 
swept much of the civilized world is Illustrated by the case of a 
six-year-old Denver girl who was afflicted. A ntibiotics effected 
the child’s prompt recovery, w hereas 600 years ag o -in d e ed , 
until quite recent tim es-there was no effective rem edy. 


Another significant difference is that in m odem countries ra ts 
are for the most part kept in check. This Is of vital im portance 
because the plague is transm itted by fleas from Infected ra ts. 
The experience in Denver, where sco res of dead squirrels have 
recently been found, indicates that these frisky little anim als also 
may be carriers. 


There appears to be little danger of an epidem ic, however— 
certainly not the sort that persistently te rro riz e d Europe in the 
Middle Ages. 
Modern methods of pest control, coupled with 
modem medical care, should other cases of human infection 
arise, insure against that. It is in teresting to speculate how the 
course of history might have been altered had these means been 
available in that frightful era when som e 25 million Europeans 
succumbed to the terrifying disease. 


Long-Range Remedy Best 


Much is being heard these days about the possibility of a dead­ 
lock in the Electoral College should G eorgeC . Wallace get enough 
electoral votes to prevent either the Republican or Dem ocratic 
presidential nominee from getting a m ajority. This is not a new 
fear, but one that goes back many decades. 


Such a situation arose in 1800 on the occasion of the third 
presidential election. 
The E lectoral College was divided even­ 
ly between Thomas Jefferson, the Republican, and Aaron B urr, 
his running mate, who found him self the beneficiary of an un­ 
expected tie. 
hi the House of R epresentatives the Republicans 
voted for Jefferson. The hope of patronage and dislike of Jeffer­ 
son caused the Federalists to vote for B u rr. No choice was made 
for 35 ballots. 


Then Alexander Hamilton, the g rea test of all F ed eralists, be­ 
stirred himself. 
Saying that Jefferson, with whom he disagreed 
strongly, was at least honest while B u rr was totally unreliable, 
he urged the Federalist congressm en to cast blank ballots. This 
elected Jefferson, thus saving the nation from a dangerous p re si­ 
dent and putting one of our greatest into office. 


It is one of the oddities of our political system that despite that 
early indication of potential trouble we still elect our presidents 
in much the same way. 
There is now a move to pledge House 
members and candidates for C ongress to support the candidate with 
the larger vote, if none gets the m ajority, as a m eans of th w art­ 
ing W allace’s anticipated attem pt to influence the outcom e. 
Though the purpose of this move is no doubt laudable, d iffi­ 
cult questions arise. 
The im portant thing, though such action 
could have no bearing this year, is to avert possible future tro u ­ 
ble by amending the pertinent constitutional provision.

IS A PEPTIC ulcer differ­ 
ent from an ordinary ulcer of 
the stom ach? 
The word, peptic, is derived 
from the Greek w ord peptin 
m eaning to digest. A peptic 
ulcer may occur in the thin 
lining of the esophagus, the 
tube leading frcm the mouth 
to the 
stom ­ 
ach, 
in 
the 
stom ach itself, 
or in the duo­ 
denum. In all 
three there is 
a common un- 
d e r i y i n g 
cause, namely, 
an excess se­ 
cretion of hy­ 
drochloric acid 
which is norm ally found in 
these areas. 
An ulcer, which is usually a 
break in the thin lining, seems 
to occur more frequently in 
the 
duodenum 
and 
in 
the 
stom ach than in the esopha­ 
gus. 
Although the exact cause 
of an ulcer is not always 
known there are a few sus­ 
picions of im portance. They 
seem to happen in highly ac­ 
tive, energetic, tense people 
who are careless about their 
diet, smoke too much, 
and 
drink somewhat larger quan­ 
tities of alcohol. 
The question is frequently 
asked, "can a peptic ulcer lead 
to a cancer of this are a?" 
Long 
neglected 
ulcers 
may 
have some m alignant degen­ 
eration, but more frequently, 
they are treated medically and 
surgically because of compli­ 
cations, long before cancerous 
changes begin. The more im­ 
portant and more frequent re­ 
sult of neglected ulcers is th a t 
they become chronic and in­ 
terfere w ith daily activity and 
the enjoym ent of life of peo­ 
ple who have them. The diag­ 
nosis of peptic ulcer is not too 
difficult to make because the 
sym ptom s 
are 
so 
definite. 
W hen an ulcer is suspected. 
X -ray studies can confirm if 
it is there. D ietary discretion, 
reduction of tobacco and a l­ 
cohol, and avoidance of emo-

W hat exactly 
is

wave test? W hat does it show 
and how is it recorded? 
Almost every activity in the 
brain, including receiving m e s­ 
sages and relaying them to 
different parts of the body, 
depends on electrical vibra­ 
tions.

A n in stru ­ 
ment, 
the 
electroencephalo­ 
graph, 
records these 
w aves 
through tiny electrodes or a t­ 
tachments. th a t are painlessly 
placed on the outside of the 
skull. The vibrations leave a 
tracing on specially prepared 
paper which then can be kept 
as a perm anent record. 
It was found th a t certain 
neurological conditions showed 
a brain wave p attern com m on 
to all of them. Sim ilarly, in­ 
fections of the brain, inflam ­ 
mations, i n j u r y , m alignant 
and noncancerous grow ths of 
the brain gave r e c o r d i n g s 
which helped to identify the 
condition and to suggest the 
exact area th a t w as affected. 
This means of studying the 
brain is sim ilar to th e one 
used for the study of the 
heart. The E.E.G. refers to 
the brain study. The E.E.C. 
refers to the h eart 
graph. 
Congenital defects, b rain dam ­ 
age, mental retardation and 
a vast group of other condi­ 
tions show E.E.G., or brain 
wave tracings which, in com ­ 
bination with the clinical and 
neurological exam ination, es­ 
tablish the diagnosis and indi­ 
cate the treatm ent. 


MIAMI B E A C H -O n the eve 
of the convention, the feeling is 
that M r. R ockefeller has failed. 
He made a brave attem pt to d is­ 
count the last Gallup poll as a 
fre ak , and the report was sw ift­ 
ly spread that the H arris poll, 
reaching contradictory conclu­ 
sions (I.e., putting R ockefeller 
ju st ahead of Nixon in all situ a­ 
tions, ra th e r than v ice-versa 
a s 
Gallup 
m aintains), would 
have the effect of neutralizing 
Gallup. 
But It was a frail 
straw , and even Mr. Rockefel­ 
le r’s incandescent sm ile began 
to disappear under the envelop­ 
ing se as. 
The polls, to do him any good, 
had to show a Rockefeller surge, 
no ifs ands or buts, no am big­ 
uities. 
They plain didn’t show 
anything of the so rt. And when 
Nixon em erged in the Gallup 
poll as victor over either Mc­ 
C arthy or Humphrey, that did it. 
One rep o rter from a prom inent 
newspaper who had been cover­ 
ing his campaign believed as 
late as noon last Monday that 
Rockefeller 
would 
be nom i­ 
nated. 
T hirty-six hours later, 
the sam e observer pronounced 
him dead. 
But of course, Miami must take 
itself seriously, and we must 
all 
proceed 
as 
though 
the 
strength of Rockefeller were 
sufficient, when combined with 
that of Reagan and the favor­ 
ite sons, to deny Nixon his firs t- 
ballot victory. 
And then, too, 
there is the vice presidency, 
to which an unusual amount of 
interest is being shown. There 
are those who believe that Nix­ 
on should ask Reagan to run 
with him, on the grounds that 
philosophical 
firm ness, 
in 
tim es of drift, is most a ttrac­ 
tive. 
No no no, the others 
say: 
one must not be unbend­ 
ing in such tim es as these. 
B etter to build a bridge to the 
large number of uncommitted 
voters. 
Bridge-wise, the talk 
is of such as Charles Percy 
or John Lindsay— or why not 
Leroi Jones? 
At this point, the relevance 
of the Reagan operation comes 
paradoxically into play. With 
the collapse of the Rockefeller 
campaign, it is probable that 
Nixon will have a first-ballot 
victory. But it rem ains possi­ 
ble that if only for sentiment’s 
sake, 
the Rockefeller people 
will hold the line during the 


first ballot, and this m eans a 
continuation of the m aneuver­ 
ing. 
Until M r. Nixon can absolutely 


count on the necessary votes, It 
is necessary 
to 
forage, and 
bargain, and make prom ises and 
com m itm ents. Recently a dele­ 
gate from Oklahoma, on hearing 
a rum or that Nixon was consid­ 
ering John Lindsay as a running 
m ate, defected from Nixon to 
Reagan, in reaction to such 
ideological heresy. In doing so, 
a p ressu re was built on the Nix­ 
on people precisely to go to the 
left for support, hi other words, 
defections from Nixon to R ea­ 
gan have the effect of forcing 
Mr. Nixon’s attention precisely 
in the direction which conser­ 
vative-minded delegates desire 
him 
not 
to face. It would be 
agonizing irony If the Reagan 
people, m ost of them prim arily 
com mitted not to Mr. Reagan, 
however much they adm ire him, 
which is considerably, but to a 
bright future for the republic, 
should diminish the prospects 
of such a future by forcing the 
likely winner of the Republican 
Convention in the direction of a 
John Lindsay. 


But then, confusing it all, is 
another 
of those pestiferous 
polls, which shows that of all 
men in public life, m ost A m er­ 
icans would vote for Lyndon 
Johnson for President! Perhaps 
that poll is m istaken, as any 
poll can be. Still, it se rv e s to 
rem ind us how very noisy has 
been the sm all group of b it­ 
teren d ers, who have brought 
on the greatest political c risis 
in dom estic history in m em ory. 
If one one-tenth of the A m eri­ 
can citizens who voted for B arry 
Goldwater in 1964 had proceed­ 
ed to behave tow ards Johnson 
as an equivalent num ber of Mc- 
C arthyites 
are 
behaving to­ 
w ards him, the country would 
have been brought to Its knees. 


The notion that the m inority 
will accept the verdict of the 
m ajority 
is axiom atic dem o­ 
cratic doctrine, and those who 
forced Lyndon Johnson to abdi­ 
cate, and who hoot (town Humph­ 
rey when he seeks to explain 
him self, and who even now are 
planning 
to lay siege on the 
D em ocratic convention, are not 
m erely dislocating the Dem o­ 
cratic Party but also the dem o­ 
cra tic system .

pointed to the fact that for years

State, in which capacity he help­ 
ed negotiate the T reaty of C ha- 
pultepec, binding the A m ericas 
to re s is t foreign com m unism . 
He went on to serve as U nder­ 
se cretary of HEW under E isen­ 
hower and later on Ike's White 
House staff, where he was not 
happy. 
Nelson is a man who 
wants to get things done, and 
Ike was surrounded with men 
who wanted to sit tight. F ru s ­ 
trated , he got tired and went 
back to New York, though not 
before selling Ike the No. 1 ach ­ 
ievem ent of the 1955 sum m it 
conference in Geneva. 
One of the authors of this co l­ 
umn, lunching with Eisenhower 
in 1948, had tried to sell him 
on a policy of people -to -people 
friendship with the countries 
behind the Iron C urtain. 
The 
Friendship Train had dram ati­ 
cally pioneered this kind of peo­ 
ple-to-people contact. But Ike 
was negative. 
L ater, at Geneva, facing con­ 
ference failure, Eisenhow er a c ­ 
cepted the idea, as refurbished 
by Nelson R ockefeller, andpeo-

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No Plague Likely In America 
When the average person read that dead sq u irrels found in Den­ 
ver parks showed signs of bubonic plague, he was probably su r­ 
prised that the dramatic disease existed any place. The unhappy 
truth is that “ Black Death*» which destroyed; about a quarter of 
the population of Europe In the 14th century—still crops up oc­ 
casionally In various parts of the globe. 


The crucial difference between now and that e ra when the plague 
swept much of the civilized world Is Illustrated by the case of a 
six-year-old Denver girl who was afflicted. A ntibiotics effected 
the child’s prompt recovery, w hereas 600 y ears ago—indeed, 
until quite recent tim es-there was no effective rem edy. 


Another significant difference is that in m odem countries ra ts 
are for the most part kept in check. T his is of vital Importance 
because the plague is transm itted by fleas from infected ra ts. 
The experience in Denver, where sc o res of dead squirrels have 
recently been found, Indicates that these frisky little anim als also 
may be c a rrie rs. 


There appears to be little danger of an epidem ic, however— 
certainly not the sort that persistently te rro riz e d Europe in the 
Middle Ages. 
Modern methods of pest control, coupled with 
modem medical care, should other ca se s of human infection 
arise, insure against that. It is interesting to speculate how the 
course of history might have been altered had these means been 
available in that frightful e ra when som e 25 million Europeans 
succumbed to the terrifying disease. 


Long-Range Remedy Best 


Much is being heard these days about the possibility of a dead­ 
lock in die Electoral College should G eorge C . W allace get enough 
electoral votes to prevent either the Republican or Dem ocratic 
presidential nominee from getting a m ajority. This is not a new 
fear, but one that goes back many decades. 


Such a situation arose in 1800 on the occasion of the third 
presidential election. 
The E lectoral C ollege was divided even­ 
ly between Thomas Jefferson, the R epublican, and Aaron Burr, 
his running mate, who found him self the beneficiary of an un­ 
expected tie. 
hi the House of R epresentatives the Republicans 
voted for Jefferson. The hope of patronage and dislike of Jeffer­ 
son caused die Federalists to vote for B u rr. No choice was made 
for 35 ballots. 


Then Alexander Hamilton, the g re a te st of all F ed eralists, be­ 
stirred himself. 
Saying that Jefferson, with whom he disagreed 
strongly, was at least honest while B u rr w as totally unreliable, 
he urged the Federalist congressm en to ca st blank ballots. This 
elected Jefferson, thus saving the nation from a dangerous p re si­ 
dent and putting one of our greatest into office. 


It is one of the oddities of our political system that despite that 
early indication of potential trouble we still elect our presidents 
in much the same way. 
There is now a move to pledge House 
mem bers and candidates for C ongress to support the candidate with 
the larger vote, if none gets the m ajority, as a m eans of thw art­ 
ing W allace’s anticipated attem pt to influence the outcom e. 
Though the purpose of this move is no doubt laudable, diffi­ 
cult questions arise. 
The im portant thing, though such action 
could have no bearing this year, is to avert possible future tro u ­ 
ble by amending the pertinent constitutional provision.

IS A PEPTIC ulcer differ­ 
ent from an ordinary ulcer of 
the stom ach? 
The word, peptic, ia derived 
from th e Greek w ord peptin 
m eaning to digest. A peptic 
ulcer m ay occur In th e thin 
lining of the esophagus, the 
tube leading frcm th e m outh 
to th e 
stom ­ 
ach, 
in 
the 
stom ach itself, 
or in th e duo­ 
denum . In all 
three th ere is 
a com mon un- 
d e r l y i n g 
cause, namely, 
an excess se­ 
cretion of hy­ 
drochloric acid 
which is norm ally found In 
these areas. 
A n ulcer, which ia usually a 
break in the thin lining, seems 
to occur more frequently in 
the 
duodenum 
and 
in 
the 
stom ach than in the esopha­ 
gus. 
A lthough the exact cause 
of an ulcer ia not always 
known there are a few sus­ 
picions of im portance. They 
seem to happen in highly ac­ 
tive, energetic, tense people 
who are careless about their 
diet, 
smoke too much, and 
drink somewhat larg er quan­ 
tities of alcohol. 
The question is frequently 
asked, "can a peptic ulcer lead 
to a cancer of this area?" 
Long 
neglected 
ulcers 
may 
have some m alignant degen­ 
eration, but more frequently, 
they are treated m edically and 
surgically because of compli­ 
cations, long before cancerous 
changes begin. The m ore im­ 
p o rtan t and more frequent re­ 
sult of neglected ulcers is th at 
they become chronic and in­ 
terfere with daily activity and 
th e enjoym ent of life cf peo­ 
ple who have them . The diag­ 
nosis of peptic ulcer is not too 
difficult to m ake because the 
sym ptom s 
are 
so 
definite 
W hen an ulcer is suspected. 
X -ray studies can confirm if 
it is there. D ietary discretion, 
reduction of tobacco and al­ 
cohol, and avoidance of enxh. 


tional 
stresses 
can 
usually 
keep a peptic ulcer confined 
and finally healed. 


W hat exactly 
is a bsain 
wave test? W hat does it show 
and how' is it recorded? 
Almost every activity in the 
brain, including receiving m es­ 
sages and relaying them to 
different parts of the body, 
depends on electrical vibra­ 
tions. When a finger is burnt 
by a match, a m essage is sent 
in a millionth of & second to 
the brain, which then im m edi­ 
ately returns a m essage to the 
muscles of the arm and fin­ 
gers to w ithdraw from the 
painful heat. 
The pattern of these electri­ 
cal vibrations w as firs t stu d ­ 
ied in hundreds of thousands 
of 
healthy, 
norm al 
people 
whose 
brain 
wave 
tracing» 
were classified as being w ith­ 
in a normal range. A n in stru ­ 
ment, 
the 
electroencephalo­ 
graph. 
records these w aves 
through tiny electrodes or a t­ 
tachments. th a t are painlessly 
placed on the outside of the 
skull. The vibrations leave a 
tracing on specially prepared 
paper which then can be kept 
as a perm anent record. 
It was found th a t certain 
neurological conditions showed 
a brain wave p attern com m on 
to all of them. Sim ilarly, in­ 
fections of the brain, inflam ­ 
mations, i n j u r y , m alignant 
and noncancerous grow ths of 
the brain gave r e c o r d i n g s 
which helped to identify the 
condition and to suggest the 
exact area th a t w as affected. 
This means erf studying th e 
brain is sim ilar to the one 
used for the study of the 
heart. The E.E.G. refers to 
the brain study. The E.E-C. 
refers to the h eart graph 
Congenital defects, brain dam ­ 
age, mental retardation and 
a vast group of other condi­ 
tions show E.E.G., or brain 
wave tracings which, in com ­ 
bination with the clinical and 
neurological exam ination, es­ 
tablish the diagnosis and indi­ 
cate the treatm ent. 


MIAMI BEACH— On the eve 
of the convention, the feeling is 
that M r. R ockefeller has failed. 
He made a brave attem pt to d is­ 
count the last Gallup poll as a 
fre ak , and the rep o rt was sw ift­ 
ly spread that the H arris poll, 
reaching contradictory conclu­ 
sions (l.e., putting Rockefeller 
ju st ahead of Nixon in all situa­ 
tions, ra th e r than vice-versa 
a s 
Gallup 
m aintains), would 
have the effect of neutralizing 
G allup. 
But It was a frail 
straw , and even M r. Rockefel­ 
le r’s incandescent sm ile began 
to disappear under the envelop­ 
ing se as. 
The polls, to do him any good, 
had to show a R ockefeller surge, 
no lis ands or buts, no am big­ 
u ities. 
They plain didn’t show 
anything of the so rt. And when 
Nixon em erged in the Gallup 
poll as victor over either Mc­ 
C arthy or Humphrey, that did it. 
One rep o rter from a prom inent 
newspaper who had been cover­ 
ing his campaign believed as 
late as noon la st Monday that 
R ockefeller 
would 
be nom i­ 
nated. 
T hirty-six hours later, 
the sam e observer pronounced 
him dead. 
But of course, Miami must take 
itself seriously, and we must 
all 
proceed 
as 
though 
the 
strength of R ockefeller were 
sufficient, when combined with 
that of Reagan and the favor­ 
ite sons, to deny Nixon his first- 
ballot victory. 
And then, too, 
there is the vice presidency, 
to which an unusual amount of 
interest Is being shown. There 
are those who believe that Nix­ 
on should ask Reagan to run 
with him, on the grounds that 
philosophical 
firm ness, 
in 
tim es of drift, is most attrac­ 
tive. 
No no no, the others 
say: 
one must not be unbend­ 
ing in such tim es as these. 
B etter to build a bridge to the 
large number of uncommitted 
voters. 
Bridge-wise, the talk 
is of such as Charles Percy 
or John Lindsay— or why not 
Leroi Jones? 
At this point, the relevance 
of the Reagan operation comes 
paradoxically into play. With 
the collapse of the Rockefeller 
campaign, it Is probable that 
Nixon will have a first-ballot 
victory. But It rem ains possi­ 
ble that if only for sentiment’s 
sake, 
the Rockefeller people 
will liold the line during the 


firs t ballot, and this means a 
continuation of the maneuver­ 
ing. 
Until Mr. Nixon can absolutely 


count on the necessary votes, it 
Is necessary 
to 
forage, and 
bargain, and make prom ises and 
com m itm ents. Recently a dele­ 
gate from Oklahoma, on hearing 
a rum or that Nixon was consid­ 
ering John Lindsay as a running 
m ate, defected from Nixon to 
Reagan, in reaction to such 
ideological heresy. In doing so, 
a pressure was built on the Nix­ 
on people precisely to go to the 
left for support, hi other words, 
defections from Nixon to R ea­ 
gan have the effect of forcing 
Mr. Nixon’s attention precisely 
in the direction which conser­ 
vative-minded delegates desire 
him 
not 
to face. It would be 
agonizing irony if the Reagan 
people, m ost of them prim arily 
committed not to Mr. Reagan, 
however much they adm ire him, 
which is considerably, but to a 
bright future for the republic, 
should dim inish the prospects 
of such a future by forcing the 
likely winner of the Republican 
Convention in the direction of a 
John Lindsay. 


But then, confusing it all, is 
another 
of those pestiferous 
polls, which shows that of all 
men In public life, m ost A m er­ 
icans would vote for Lyndon 
Johnson for President! Perhaps 
that poll is m istaken, as any 
poll can be. Still, it serv es to 
rem ind us how very noisy has 
been the sm all group of b it­ 
terenders, who have brought 
on the greatest political c risis 
in dom estic history in m em ory. 
If one one-tenth of the A m eri­ 
can citizens who voted for B arry 
Goldwater in 1964 had proceed­ 
ed to behave tow ards Johnson 
as an equivalent num ber of M c- 
C arthyites 
are 
behaving to­ 
w ards him, the country would 
have been brought to its knees. 


ROCKEFELLER PREDICTION 
Exactly 10 years ago—August 
25, 1958—Drew Pearson said: 
“ The Republican state conven­ 
tion m eeting in R ochester. . . . 
is groom ing a man who may 
challenge Vice P resident Nixon 
for the Presidential nomination 
—Nelson Rockefeller.*’ 
Today in Miami the real show­ 
down for the GOP nomination 
is between Nixon and Rocke­ 
fe lle r.

MIAMI—In 1942 when Nelson 
R ockefeller was appointed Co­ 
ordinator 
of Latin-A m erican 
A ffairs by Franklin Roosevelt

was a howl of protest 
from the countries he was sup­ 
posed to coordinate. 
The 
Latin-A m erican 
p ress 
pointed to the fact that for years 
A m erican oil companies had ex­ 
ploited them; that the A m eri­ 
can fleet had fired at V era Cruz 
and Tam pico In 1917 because of 
a dispute over oil; yet Roose­ 
velt had put In charge of L a ­ 
tin-A m erican affairs a scion of 
the fam ily which had built up 
the biggest oil fortune in the 
w orld.

In one 
y ear they had found in Nelson 
R ockefeller a friend and cham ­ 
pion. It discovered the truth of

father, 
when John D. arrived a little 
ea rly for the dedication of a new 
Gim bel 
B rothers departm ent 
sto re . 
M r. Gimbel rem arked on John 
D .’s boys—Laurence, who had 
gone in for helping the govern - 
m ent acquire national parks; 
John D. Ill, who was helping 
the 
city of New York build 
Lincoln Center; Winthrop, who 
was on the way to becoming 
governor of A rkansas; and Nel­ 
son, who had just become gov­ 
ern o r of New York.

The dedication of the Rocke­ 
feller family to public service 
Is now such an old story that 
It’s alm ost a new story. Few 
people of this generation have 
any recollection of how bitterly 
old John D. was hated at the 
turn of the century.

grandsons—e s ­ 
pecially 
Nelson— are loved by 
those who hated old John D ., 
and hated by those who adm ired 
the economic buccaneering of 
his grandfather. 
It is the e x ­ 
trem e right wing of the Repub­ 
lican party which condones the 
m onopolistic tactics that built 
up the Rockefeller fortune. And 
it Is these adm irers of old John 
D. who booed his grandson at 
San Francisco to the point where 
he could not speak. 
Seldom has a candidate of e i­ 
th er party been treated m ore 
discourteously. 
And the big 
question at Miami is —can toe 


man who was booed in 1964 
stage a comeback in 1968? if 
so, even the D em ocrats adm it 
that he could win In November. 
NELSON’S RECORD 
To get the answ er let’s firs t 
look at the reco rd . 
Few men a re m ore ex p eri­ 
enced in governm ent today than 
Nelson 
R ockefeller. 
Under 
Roosevelt and Trum an he b e­ 
cam e 
A ssistant 
Secretary of 
State, In which capacity he help­ 
ed negotiate the T reaty of C ha- 
pultepec, binding the A m ericas 
to re sis t foreign com m unism . 
He went on to serve as Under - 
secretary of HEW under E lsen­ 
hower and la te r on Ike's White 
House staff, w here he was not 
happy. 
Nelson is a man who 
wants to get things done, and 
Ike was surrounded with men 
who wanted to sit tight. F ru s ­ 
trated, he got tired and went 
back to New York, though not 
before selling Ike the No. 1 ach - 
ievem ent of the 1955 sum m it 
conference in Geneva. 
One of the authors of this co l­ 
umn, lunching with Elsenhower 
in 1948, had tried to sell him 
on a policy of people-to-people 
friendship with the countries 
behind the Iron C urtain. 
The 
Friendship T rain had d ram a ti­ 
cally pioneered this kind of peo­ 
ple-to-people contact. But Ike 
was negative. 
L ater, at Geneva, facing con­ 
ference failure, Elsenhower a c ­ 
cepted the idea, as refurbished 
by Nelson R ockefeller, and peo­ 
ple-to-people 
friendship 
b e ­ 
came the No. 1 achievem ent of 
the sum m it m eeting. It has been 
a part of A m erican policy ev er 
since. 
Bored with so little other a c ­ 
com plishm ent 
In Washington, 
however, Nelson went up to New 
York to run for governor. He 
ran against a highly popular 
Dem ocrat who had made a g reat 
rec o rd -A v e re 11 H arrim an. 
But Nelson had behind him a

long record of R ockefeller pub­ 
lic service; the gift of the beau­ 
tiful UN building to the United 
Nations;

of around $40,000,000 over the 
y ears to Negro colleges; other 
gifts to Catholic and Jewish 
charities. 
Several hundred m illion dol­ 
la rs used for the public good, 
especially when accom panied by 
sincerity, dedication and charm 
is hard to beat. 
Nelson was 
elected governor of New York 
In 1958, and has been re e le c t­ 
ed by increasing m ajo rities e - 
ver since. 
The secret of these m ajorities 
is the vote of D em ocrats. 
A 
lot of Republicans don’t 
like Rockefeller, consider him 
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much too liberal. 
Remarked 
A lexander “ Casey” Jo n e s,fo r­ 
m er editor of the Washington 
P ost, then editor of the Syra­ 
cuse Herald: “ I’ve been a R e­ 
publican all my life. 
I wan* 
to keep on being a Republican. 
But this fellow Rockefeller is 
making it awfully hard for m e.” 
E ssentially this is why Rocke­ 
feller was booed at San F ra n ­ 
cisco and why he is toe under­ 
dog in Miami. 
The inescapable fact is that a 
lot of Republicans would rath er 
lose with Nixon than win with 
Rockefeller. 
But what Rocky 
says is true: 
hi o rd er to win, 
toe Republicans have to capture 
a sizeable slice of D em ocratic 
v o tes; and he could do it. That is 
the choice facing the Republican 
party in Miami.

Truce Prevails In Soviet Bloc;

PRAGUE (A P )-A truce p re ­ 
vailed in the Soviet bloc today 
with Czechoslovakia’s liberal 
Communist leaders and the So­ 
viet press each assuring their 
people all was well in the wake 
of the Bratislava conference. 
Observers in Prague foresaw

bricht of E ast Germany and 
Wladyslaw Gomulka of Poland. 
But the future looked brighter 
for party chief Alexander Dub- 
cek and his associates than it 
had in many weeks.

CAMBRIDGE, M ass. (AP)—A 
committee of Harvard Univer­ 
sity 
faculty 
members 
say 
“ brain death** or “ irreversible 
coma*» should be a basis for 
pronouncing death even through 
in some cases the heart may 
continue to beat. 
A set of medical guidelines tor 
such a definition, published in 
today’s issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical A ssocia­ 
tion, says it is needed for two 
reasons: 
— “ Improvements in resu sci­ 
tation and supportive measures 
which have led to increased e f­ 
forts to save those who are 
desperately 
injured: 
Indivi­ 
duals whose hearts continue to 
beat but whose brains are i r ­ 
reversibly damaged.** 
—“ The use of obsolete criteria 
for the definition of death which 
can lead to controversy in ob­ 
taining organs for transplanta­ 
tion.*’ 
The 12-member committee is 
composed of the faculties of 
medicine, public health, divinity 
and arts and sciences. 
Its 
chairman is D r. Henry K. B ee­ 
cher, professor of research in 
anesthesia at Harvard and the 
Massachusetts General Hospi­ 
tal. 
The group set numerous guide­ 
lines for determining the ch ar- 
acterists 
of 
a “ permanently 
nonfunctioning brain,»’ includ­ 
ing clinical tests for unrecepti­ 
vity and unresponsivlty, lack of 
movement and breathing, and 
absence of reflexes. It also sug­ 
gested obtaining confirmatory 
data by the electroencephalo­ 
gram.
